Mr Eves - Motion - That the Legislative Assembly of Ontario recognizes that the 
period allotted for members’ statements was intended for private members and 
not for statements announcing government initiatives, legislation, policies or 
proclamations and that any such announcements should be made during the time 
allotted for ministerial statements and therefore this House resolves that the 
Standing Orders of the Legislative Assembly be amended as follows:

Mrs Cunningham - Resolution - That in the opinion of this House, recognizing

that a civilian militia would be called on to perform in the absence of a military 
base are now well conducted by Canadian Forces Base London, and that the 
federal government’s decision to close down the base will result in a significant 
loss of employment and dislocation of individuals and families in the community, 
and that there is no significant cost-saving in closing down the base; therefore, 
the government of Ontario should urge the government of Canada to immediately 
reconsider its decision.

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Mr Cousens - Resolution - That, in the opinion of this House, since each of the 
four major sulphur dioxide sources in Ontario reported in November 1989 to the

the role of the Ministry of Colleges and Universities as it pertains to intervenor 
and sign language interpreter education, and its mandate to collect province- 
wide data on issues regarding the quality and effectiveness of the teaching of 
intervention and sign language interpreting in Ontario;
